The following is tin* proposed bill pro 


vidlng for a new article in the con­ 


stitution; 
Section I. Elections for state and 
county officers shrill be held on th* 
first. Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November in the even numbered 
years; and all elections for all other 
elective officers shall he held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday In 
November In the odd numbered years. 
Section 2. The term of office of gov­ 
ernor, lieutenant governor, attorney 
general, secretary of state and treas 
urer of state shall be two years, and 
that of the auditor of state shall be 
four years. 
The term of office o f the 
judges of the supreme court and cir­ 
cuit court shall he such even number 
of years, not less than six years, as 
may be prescribed by the general as- 
-lemldy; that of the judges of common 
pleas court shall be six years, and of 
the judges of the probate court four 
years, and that of other judges shall 
be such even number of years, not 
exceeding six years, as may be pre­ 
scribed by the general assembly. The 
term of office of justices of the peace 
shall he such even number of years, 
not exceeding four years, as may be 
prescribed by the general assembly. 
The term of office o f the members of 
the board of public works shall be 
such even number of years, not ex­ 
ceeding six years, as may be so pre­ 
scribed; and the term of office of all 
lectlve county, township, municipal 
and school officers shall be such even 
number of years, not exceeding four 
years, as may be so prescribed. 
And 
the general assembly shall have power 
to so extend existing terms of office 
as to effect the purpose of section 
>f this article. 
Any vacancy which 
may occur In any elective state offi­ 
cers, other than that of a member of 
he general assembly 
or 
governor 
shall be filled by appointment by the 
governor until the disability is remov­ 
ed, or a successor elected and quail 
fled. 
Every such vacancy shall he 
filled by election at the first general 
election for the office which is vacant 
that occurs more than 30 days after 
the vacancy shall have occurred. The 
person elected shall fill the office for 
the unexpired term. 
All vacancies in 
other elective offices shall be filled for 
the unexpired term in such manner as 
may be prescribed by law. 
Section 3. Every 
elective 
officer 
holding office when this amendment 
Is adopted shall continue to hold such 
office for the full term of which he 
was elected and until his successor 
shall be elected and qualified as pro­ 
vided by law.

Case of Calhoun et al. vs. Deidrick 
Dismissed at Plaintiffs’ 
Cost. 
The case of W. A. Calhoun et al. 
versus J. C. Deidrick et a1., carried to 
the common pleas court from this 
city, has been dismissed at the plain­ 
tiff's cost. 
The details of the case are well 
known to old baseball enthusiasts in 
Ens* Liverpool. 
J. C. Deidrick, who 
was pledged to give a certain amount 
of newspaper advertising in return for 
an interest in the old Eclipse baseball 
club, became dissatisfied with his bar 
gain and on October 30, 1893, entered 
suit in the court of Justice Jethro 
Manley to recover $129.23. 
the case was set for trial on Nov 
ember 18, but was postponed from time 
to time for nearly a month. 
Various reasons were assigned for 
the continuance and It was not until 
Decern liar ll. 1893, that the hearing 
was had. 
The case was tried to a 
jury and a verdict rendered for the 
full amount. 
The records show that an execu­ 
tion was returned on December 36, 
1893, showing that a grand stand, a 
quantity of wire netting and a few 
other articles had been levied upon 
and sold to J C. Deidrick. 
The pur­ 
chase pries was $74. 
The constable's 
return showed that $59.85 
of 
the 
amount had been paid to the Justice 
and the remained turned over to the 
qlaintiff.

Various reasons were assigned for 
the continuance and It was not until 
December l l , 1893, that the hearing 
was had. 
The case was tried to a 
Jury and a verdict rendered for the 
full amount. 
The records show that an execu­ 
tion was returned on December 20, 
1893, showing that a grand stand, a 
quantity of wire netting and a few- 
other articles had been levied upon 
and sold to J. C. Deidrick. 
The pur­ 
chase price was $74. 
The constable’s 
return showed that $59.85 
of 
the 
amount had been paid to the justice 
and the remained turned over to the 
qlaintiff. 
May I, 1903, Deidrick came into the 
court of Justice Daniel McLane and 
asked that the old judgment be re­ 
vived. 
According to the records in 
the <ase the justice could make no 
other decision than the one handed 
down. 
The defendants were not sat­ 
isfied with the finding, and appealed 
to common pleas with the allose re­ 
sult.
